Hi» Control of Dorchester Democratic Co. 
CoDvcBiioD Has Caosed Silit in the Party. | 

The Demomtic County Convention of j 
Dorchester County renominated SenatcrW. 
F. Applegartfa on Tuesday, notwithstand¬ 
ing the opposition said to exist in the 
party against him. Mr. Applegartb con¬ 
trolled the convention absolutely and nam¬ 
ed the whole ticket. 

A dispatch from Cambridge to the Balti¬ 
more Bun myn that the party is seriously 
split becanse of the opposition to him. 
Many of the best and most representative 
Democrats in the county, the report con¬ 
tinues, will not support him at the polls, 
and not a few of them have openly avowed 
their intention of working and voting for 
the Republican candidate, Mir. Andrews. 
The Republican leaders are more confident 
of carrying the county than for a long 
time past and are hard at work. 

Mr. Applegartb baa repreaented Dor¬ 
chester in the Senate uontinnously since 
1R07. In 18M be was a member of the 
House of Delegates. He is the son of John 
E. Applegartb and was boro at Golden 
Hill. Dorchester coouty about 62 years 
ago. He was educated at Bt. John's Col¬ 
lege.

ly, with fatal results. The horse was not 
hurt. The train, which is known as the 
"Ocean City Limited”, was running very 
fast at the .time, the accident occurred 
through Mr. MeAllirter’s endeavor to cross 
the track ahead bf the engine. 

The train was stopped 'and the injured 
man was brought to Balisbory, to the Fe- 
ninsnal General Hospital. He was taken 
charge of here by Blemons and Morris, the 
company’s physicians, and every atten¬ 
tion was given him. He died at the hos¬ 
pital, however, a few minutes before ten 
o’clock, without regaining consciousness. 
Dr. Blemons stated that the young man was 
injured at the base of bis brain, but that 
be dieb from .the shock. 

McAllister was about 20 years of age and i 
was a son of Marion McAllister, who lives 
about tbree and one-half miles from Kho- 
deedale.near Eldorado. He was warned by 
tWL or three ladies who bad neard the 
train blow its whistle, not to attempt to 
cross but be said be ‘‘reclconed he could 
make it.” The engineer did not see the 
team in time to make any attemnt to stop 
and the train struck the buggy when run¬ 
ning at full speed. 

The circumstances of the accideot were 
such that an inquest was not deemed ne¬ 
cessary. The body was prepared for bur¬ 
ial at the bospital and wag taken lo Rho- 
desdale Thursday afternoon by the father 
of the young man. who came to Salisbury 
on tbe morning tfain. 

This was the dreaded third accident, on 
the K. C. and A. Ry. during the past few 
weeks aod it is hoped that none other will 
occur. The first was tbe breakdown of 
this fast train No. 7. between Rbodesdale 
and Vienna a few Saturday nights ago 
when tbe truck of one of the txiacbes was 
derailed; tbe second was the drowning of 
William J. Lord, of Eldorado, in ihe mill¬ 
pond at Bslisbury last week. A coinci¬ 
dence of all three accidents is that they 
either occured at or near Rbodesdale aud 
resulted in tbe death of two men who lived 
witbiB a short distance of each other.

Whether tbe county and state suffers or 
tbe individual we will leave to our readers 
to judge, and to investigate if they are 
incJtned.

Considering the fuss the News and The 
Advertiser made sometime ago over which 
was tbe largest paper with the greater 
circulation, gauged by tax books they are 
not in tbe same class as Tbe Courier. 

Tba way iu which the value of a corpo¬ 
ration is arrived at is through the State 
Tax Commissioner. He fikee the value of 
a curporation’i Stock from a sworn state¬ 
ment submitted by tbe proper officers of 
such company,. The county commission¬ 
ers adoft the valuation fixed by the Tax 
Cmmlssioner In making their assessment. 
Id tbe case of a co-partnership, such as 
exists In tbe basiness of Tbe Advertiser, 
tbe County Commissioners make their 
own asseHsment. 

This caper is unablo to say whrtber 
other discrepanolea e.dst as in the above 
Illustration, but it is presumed that un In- 
Vdstlgatiun would disclose others as glar¬ 
ing.

EXPERiMEMTS WITH BACTERIA. 

I Number Of Wicomico Farmers Have! 
Planted Inooilated Clover Seed—Alfalfa 
Experiments Verv Successhil. . 

Last spring The Courier printed several 
articles on the experiments that had been 
made and were being made in Wicomico 
eonnty and elaewhere with the use of bac¬ 
teria in growing legnminons nlants, and 
the reported marvelous results therefrom. 
The most notable of the evperiments made 
in Wicomico was by Cooper Brothers, on 
their farm neat' Hardela, with alfalfa, 
it has proven'an' entire success, more so 
than the Mes8r8.Cooper expected or hoped 
for. They have- a very fine stand of the 
plant, the growth being uniformly heavy 
over the entire Held of over 4 acres. It 
will be mowed tor hay in September. 

in addition to the above trial of bac¬ 
teria as a fertlliaer,a number of other far 
mers have treated clover seed, the resnlt 
of which, however, it is too early to state. 

It is feared that the plants have been in 
jured by the hot weather, unless tbe rains 
this wees saved them. But it is not likely 
that the fall result will be known until 
□ext spring. Altogether about 26 acres 
were planted with inocnlated seed on var- 
ions farms near Balisbnry. The bacteria 
was not seenred from the Oovernmeut as 
was that used by the Meesns.. Cooper, 
but was bought from a firm in Pennsyl¬ 
vania at a cost of 80 cents per acre. 

In connection with tbe bacteria treat 
ment of seeds or land for fertilising par 
posee, tbe Bsltlmore Evening, News ot 
Jnly Slst, prints tbe following article: 

Dr. Leonard K. Uirshberg of the College 
of Physicians and Burgeons has snccessf ally 
repeated the experiments which led to 
the discovery of the fertilisation of bar¬ 
ren land by means of bacteria. He 
demonstrated tbe practical value of this 
process of fertilising soil in bis laboratory, 
and believes it to be one of the greatest 
discoveries of the age. Tbe public has 
beard a great deal of late about a so-called 
bacteria fertiliser on account of tbe pro¬ 
minence given the nanae of Dr. George T 
Moore in tbe “leak" scandals in tbe De 
partment of Agricultnre. Dr. Moore was 
probably the first American to experiment 
with bacteria for this purpose. He gave 
the discovery practical value by perfect¬ 
ing a method ot drying the cultures so 
they could be sent out in small packages 
hrough the mails. 

“Although Dr Moore obtained a pat¬ 
ent for bis method," said Dr. Hirsbberg 
yesterday, “he has freelv ededed it to the 
public at large for tbe benefit of their 
land, and be has been furnishing many of 
the cultures, with directions how to use 
them, to every applicant for a four-ceut 
stamp. Whatever else may lie said of 
him, the fact reniains that Or. Atoore 
might easily have become a Ivery rich man 
if he had been selfish with his patented 
discovery." Speaking of the original 
discovery of the use of bacteria as a 
fertilizing agent. Dr. Hirshborg said: 

Not many years ago Professor Nobbe. 
an eminent German bacteriologist, while 
studying the lubercule-llke nodules present 
upon tbe roots of such plants of tbe legu- 
miuosae as peas, beaus, peanuts and clo¬ 
vers, discovered that inside these nodules, 
when cut, were large colonies of one kind 
of bacilli. They seemed to have a definite 
conne('tion with the vigor of the plants, 
so be immediately subjected tbe germs to 
a rigid test. He found them to be present 
in pure culture -i. e. without any other 
germs present. Upon additional investi¬ 
gation they proved to be allies of the plant, 
tor it was soon proved that these iniro- 
ergaoisms transferred tbe supposedly inert 
nitrogen of tbe air into the living plants 
“Professor Nobbe then carried out many 
'brilliant experiments to prove the value 
of tbe bacillus nitrogenes, as he called

barren ground—places where no living 
plant'had ever grown, such as siretohea 
of sand at tbe seashore and cold, bare cre¬ 
vices of rocks. Tbe result of these iuocu 
latioD experiments were beyond bis most 
sanguine expectation. Legumiuous plants 
then planted, grew more luurlautly than 
on nearby fertile land.

“Honieof tbe maivelous results achieved 
by Government fariunm who are experi¬ 
menting and using these frleu.lly bacteria 
sound almost like tales of Munchausen. 
A small plot of ground which before 
inoculation produced 40U pounds of crimson 
clover after sprinkled with the bacillus 
nitrogenes yield 8(KX) pounds. Ho many of 
the germs were left behind in the soil 
that tbe succeeding crop was equally suo- 
oeasful. 

“Boil planted usually with cotton will 
yield an increase iu the crop at least 40 
or 60 per cent. Ground phiuted with potw- 
toes after iuoculetlou with tbe bacillus 
will yield 60 per cent. Increase. Wheat 
crops are multiplied nearly lUU per cent. 
Twenty a: res of land planted with oats 
which wcuid ordinarily give '20 tons will 
produc e after Inoculation two successive 
crops of at least 100 tons. Rye is increas¬ 
ed 40 per cent, after inoculation.

The money gathered to repair the 
house of the Lord recalls the method 
adopted to obtain money in tbe days of 
King Jeboasb and the priest Jeholada— 
a chest beside the altar, with a bole in 
the Ud of.lL and it worked splendidly 
and broui^t in much money. 1 doubt 
not but that a proper appreciation of 
tbe altar (tbe cross of LSirlst) today 
would bring an abundance for tbe 
Lord’s bouse. I have seen a box wltb 
a bole in tbe Ud to receive tbank-offer¬ 
ings from grateful hearts to belp give 
tbe gospel to tbe heathen and thus aid 
In completing tbe bouse—tbe church— 
accomplish great things. But I have 
seen a similar box placed to receive of¬ 
ferings for other purposes accompUsb 
next to nothing. Bach of these boxes 
was In a diurch, but tbe altar and tbe 
object made all tbe difference. When 
tha love of Christ constrains there Is ao 
lack. 

When any one does the beat he 
knows for QtxL as Joslab was evident¬ 
ly doing, Qod will And a way to reveal 
Himself more fully to such a one, and 
In this case He caused the priest Hil- 
klab to find tbe book of tbe law, which 
some think was the original book of 
which we read In Dent xxxi, 24-26. 
The priest gave the book to the scribe, 
who read It and then took it to the 
king and read it to him, with tbe result 
that tbe king when he beard It rent bis 
clothes In token of his acceptance of 
and submlsslou to tbe message and bis 
grief that the law bad been so set at 
naught 

The king at once sends for further 
light to one who Is fiuallfled to ex¬ 
plain the law more fully, and Huldah. 
the prophetess, who dwelt In Jerusa¬ 
lem, Is cousultwl (verse 22). Jeremiah 
had at thhi time been a prophet about 
five years (coiiipiire verse 8 and Jer. 

I, 1, 2), and why he was not consulted 
1 do not know unless It hnpi)eued that 
be was at his home In Anutbotb and 
Huldah was right there In Jerusalem 
and the matter required immediate 
light. There were doubtless many 
men of Intlnonf'e and Iniportnnee In Je¬ 
rusalem, but some one has said tliat n 
woman knowing God’s will Is far su¬ 
perior to a man who doesn't. 

Josiah had heard the curses of Deut. 
xxviii, 15-‘2U; XXX. 17, 18. etc., and knew 
that the wrath of God was banging 
over them because of tbe sins of tbe 
nation and now earnestly desired de¬ 
liverance for bliiiHclf and bis people If 
such could be obtained. The word of 
God Is very plain concerning every un¬ 
believer that the wrath of God Is upon 
him (John 111. 18. 30; Gal. Ill, 10; Jas. 

II, 10), but how few seem to believe It 
or tremble at the word of Qod as King 
Josiah did. Yet only wltb such as 
tremble at His wonl does Qod dwell 
(Isa. Ivll, ir>; Ixvl, 2, 5). A good prac¬ 
tical word for many today is found In 
Job xxxvl, 18, ''Because there la wrath 
beware lest He take thee away with 
His stroke; then a great ramson can¬ 
not deliver thee.” 

'The prophetess has no answer from 
herself, as many seem now to have, but 
obe has a ''Thus salth tbe Lord God of 
Israel" (verses 28, 24). tbe New Testa¬ 
ment equivalent of which Is, “Verily I 
say unto you." Happy Indcetl are all 
who receive such mesHages meekly and 
proceed promptly to give heed to them 
God said to Moses ctmcernlng Christ 
"I will put my wonla In Ills mouth 
and He shall speak unto them all that 
I shall command Him” (Deut. xvlll, 
18). He said the same thing to Jere 
mlah concerning Himself In Jer. 1, 7-h, 
and believers now can trust Him to 
futflll to them Ills word to Moses 
"Now therefore go, and I will be with 
tby mouth and teach thee what thou 
ahuU say” (Ex. Iv, 12), provldt-d that 
they have Ills message In them. 

The Lord’s message as given In the 
rest of the lesson had no comfort for 
the’ persistently rebellious; It never 
has. But there was much comfort for 
Josiah and for all who would turn to 
tbe Lord with him, and therefore Josl 
ah sought to turn tbe people to God 
that they might escape the Impending 
Judgments, and many did turn to the 
Lord wltb him, as we road In versc.s 
81, 82. God’s aim Is always to bring 
men to repentance Hint they may not 
perish (II PoL 111, 0), and this is seen 
In the last awful Judgments of the 
great tribulation, where we rend again 
aud again that they ropentetl not (Itev 
lx. 20, 21; xvi, 9, 11). 

Josiah In that aame year kept the 
greatest passover that had been kept 
since the d^iys of Samuel (xxxv, 18, 10) 
but tbe revival was only temporary 
The hearts of the jieople were away 
from God, and the time came when 
even such men as Moses and Samuel 
or Noah, Daniel and Job could not de¬ 
liver tlie nation by their righteousness 
or tlielr Intercession (Jer. xv, 1; Ezek. 
xlv, 14). Consider In Job xxxlll, 11-30, 
bow God labors tu deliver man from 
the pit, and let us be encouragetl to per 
severe by John vl, 37. Then when we 
have lovingly and patiently done all. 
If men will not repent, we have deliv¬ 
ered our own souls (Ezek. xxxlll, 0). 

Tbe manner of Joslah's death (xxxv, 
22, 24) has In It something very sug 
gostive and searching. It was the will 
of God that be should die peacefully 
when hla time came, but by his wlllful- 
nes4 be fell In battle. See verse ‘28 and 
cbajiter xxxv. 22-24.

rorhaps the most remarkable d'warf 
on recortl was Sir Jeffrey Huilsou, tbe 
little fellow whom Scott Introduces In 
“I’cverll of the I'euk." He was born 
In Kutlandshire, England, In 1610. 

When eight years of age he was pre¬ 
sented hy the Duke of Hueklngham to 
Queen Henrietta In a eold jile. He aft- 
erwaril became attached to the court of 
Charles 1. At one of the court masks 
the king’s porter, a man of gigantic 
size, who usetl to torment the little 
dwarf, pulled from one j'oeket a loaf 
of bread and from tbe other Jeffrey, 
much to the surprise aud amusement 
ef the compuuy present. Jeffrey was 
at thi.s time only eighteen Inches In 
height. 

He remained ut this stature until be 
was thirty years of age, after which 
n curious exeeittlou to the laws of 
growth took place, since Jeffrey rapid¬ 
ly grew to be three feet nine Inehea In 
height, whereas most men do not grow 
a quarter of un inch after the age of 
thirty, 'llils dwarf had an enormous 
head aud very large bands and feet; 
otherwise hla proportions were sym 
metrical, and bis face was conslderefi 
bandsomc.—Youth’s Companion.

I.<ast 
year was a record-breaklug year for the 
tomato-canning industry the output being 
10,600,000 cases. 

Tliat the demand for canned tomaoes will 
greatly exceed tbe supply is a foregone 
coDcInsion, say tbe canoera and one of 
tbem basarded the prediction that before 
January 1 they will be selling at tl a 
case. ’ ’ 

Considerable quantities of fruits and 
vegetables are canned in Wioomioo besides 
tomatoes and It is likely tbe pack of these 
will be heavier than usual.

Not Over One-Fourth As Many Will Be Can¬ 
ned This Year In Wlcomlcd^ As 
There Was In 1903 

With a tomato acreage of only 60 per 
cent., as compared with last year, and the { 
crop damaged at least one-half, tbe pack | 
of tomatoes in Wicomico this year, it is 
estimated, will not he over one-fourth as 
large as it was in 1U08. when It amounted 
to 400. Of0 cases. Lust year about ‘260,000 
coses were packed io this county. Ibe 
average for this season, therefore, will be 
very small as compared with former years. 

Tbe estimate put on this year's pack for 
the county by prominent growers^ varies 
from 76,000 to 160.000 cases. A conserva¬ 
tive estimate, it is said, is about' 100.000 
cases. Last year there were &‘2 canning 
bouses in Wioomioo. A boat one-third of 
them are closed this year and most of tbe 
others are expecting to handle only a por¬

\Ve liuvc bud two Icbboub on tbe life 
of a good king, one who believed God 
uud trembled at Ilia word and sought 
very enruestly to lead tbe people to 
kuuw uud trust aud serve Him. Now 
we buve before us a son of that same 
klug, sitting ou tbe same tbrone, tbe 
tbruue of tbe Lord (1 Cbron. vriv, iS), 
us tbe Lord's representative, but be 
bus no respect for God or for word. 
Tbe ten tribes, tbe kingdom of Israel, 
bud been carried Into captivity because 
of tbelr persistent rebellion against 
God, and now tbe two tribes, tbe king¬ 
dom of Jndab, were nearing tbe end of 
God’s patience with them. In less 
than twenty years from tbe date ot our 
lesson (see verse 1) the Judgment bad 
fnllcu upon them, and they were cap 
tlves at Babylon. When men persist 
ently blaspbemc God and refuse to 
listen to Him, then He speaks in Judg 
inenL but up to tbe last with a desire 
that men may not perish eternally. 
Bee verse S and Job xzxiii, 29, 30. 

Jeremiah was the Lord’s messenger 
during the Inst forty years before tbe 
captivity of Judah, eighteen years of 
tbe reign of Joslub and twenty-two of 
Jeholklm and Zedeklab, and now after 
be bad been tbe Lord’s faithful witness 
for about twenty-two of the forty 
years he is commanded to write in a 
book tbe Lord’s words against HIb peo¬ 
ple If perchance they might return to 
tbe Lord and the threatened judgments 
be averted. It is no easy matter to be 
a witness against evil and evildoers, 
and Jeremiah was told at tbe begin¬ 
ning of hlB ministry, “Ihey aball light 
against tbee, but they shall not prevail 
against tbee, for I am with tbee, saitb 
the Lord, to deliver thee" (chapter L 
10). Isaiah und Exeklel were also fore¬ 
warned tbnt tbe people would not re¬ 
ceive their message. The apostles were 
sent forth ns sheep In tbe midst of 
wolves, and we are asanred that 
througbont this whole age there will 
be wayside und rocky soli bearers, and 
tares will grow with tbe wheat till tbe 
harvest, while in tbe last days there 
wUl only be a form of godliness, witti- 
ont tbe power, and people will not en¬ 
dure sound doctrine (II Tim. Ill, 1-6; 
It, 3). 

Verse 4 of our lesson chapter teaches 
us that Scripture Is the word of tbe 
Lord. There may be a man's pen and 
a man’s mouth, but tbe words are tbe 
words of the Lord. See chapter 1, 9; 
H Bam. xxlil, 2; Dent, xvlll, 18; MatL 
X, 20. 

In Jeholklm, tbe professed represent 
atlve of God, cutting and burning the 
words of ihe Lord without fear or 
trembling we see a foreshadowing of 
tbe destructive criticism of our own day 
which will not tolerate tbe word of 
Qod couceruiiig sin or Judgment to 
come or anything supemiiturai, will 
not believe lu a Saviour conceived by 
the Holy Spirit nor in the resurrection 
of the dead, has no use for tbe atone¬ 
ment of Christ and therefore no In¬ 
terest lu foreign missions. Like the 
prophets of Jeremiah's time, they 
prophesy falsely, siteak a vision of 
their own heart uud cause people to 
err by tbelr lies and tbelr lightness, 
and the people seem to love to have It 
so (Jer. v, ;ui. ol; .will, 10, 32; Isa. xxx 
10 . 11 ). 

lu all age- God has Ilia remuuut of 
faithful ones, and there were those who 
begged Jelioikim not to burn the roll, 
but be woiiM not hear (verse 2r>). He 
hud uo use fur hucIi worda ua theae, 
He that, being of leu rej>roved, hurd- 
eueth hla ueek, ahull auddenly be de¬ 
stroyed, aud that without remedy'’ 
G’rov. xxlx, 1), but be bad hatred aud 
lm|)riHonment for those who would 
dare to rei)rove him (verse ‘20), remlud 
lug us of tbe words of Ahab concern 
Ing Mlculah, "1 hate him, for he never 
proiihe.sled gootl unto me, but always 
evil’’ (II (’broil, xvlll, 7), and recalling 
tbe words of our Lord also. “If the 
world hate you, ye know that It hated 
Me before It bated you” (John xv, 18) 
The [irliices, knowing the temper of 
their king, had advised Baruch and 
Jeremiah to hide tbemaelvea, and now 
we read that the Lord bid them (verae.-- 
10, 20).
